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“Memorial honors 


Vietnam

Two helicopters flying over the 
State Capitol in the “missing man” 
formation, a 2l-gun salute and the 
lonely echo of “Taps” helped mark the 
dedication of Utah’s Vietnam War 
Memorial. 

A crowd of 3,000 gathered on the 
lawn west of the Capitol Building in 
Salt Lake City Saturday afternoon to 
honor sons, daughters and friends 
that did not return from Vietnam. 

Bob Steele, a Salt Lake City native 
and a soldier in Vietnam in 1969, 
summed up the the general feeling of 
those attending Saturday’s cere- 
monies. 

“It’s been a long time coming, it’s 
overdue,” he said. “I think Utah has 
been ignoring (Vietnam veterans) for 
a long time. I think this today is 
great.” 

The 8-foot high memorial depicts a 
lone soldier returning from battle car- 
rying his fallen buddy’s rifle. Behind 
the soldier is a granite wall inscribed 
with the 389 names of those Utahns 
who died or are still missing in Viet- 
nam. 

Tom Montez, a Vietnam veteran 
who spoke at the ceremonies, said the 
statue of the lone soldier could sym- 
bolize some of the feelings that many 
who fought in Vietnam felt after the 
war. “The lone soldier standing there 
shows the loneliness that all Vietnam 
vets feel,” he said. 

Lt. Col. Jay Hess, a POW in Viet- 
nam from 1965 to 1973, told the story 
of a fellow prisoner whose only wish 
was to return to his hometown and 
walk down the streets with his head 
held high. He said that many Vietnam 
veterans have not been able to do that 
because of the controversy surround- 
ing the war. He said the memorial is a

step to help change that. “This memo- 
al says, “Thanks. Well done. Wel- 
come Home,’” Hess said. 

Loren Johnson, anative Utahn who 
enlisted in the Army when he was 17 
years old and who served in Vietnam 
in 1969, said he came to the memorial 
to see a buddy’s name on the wall and 
to help with his own healing process. 

“It was a different war,” said John- 
son. “We grew up with heroes like 
John Wayne thinking that war was 
glorious. When we got to Vietnam we 
learned different. It was hard to get 
over, but this memorial will help a lot 
of people.” 

The name of Ed Cuch’s 
on the new memorial. After his 
brother was killed, Cuch fought a 
year in Vietnam. Cuch, a Ute Indian, 
said he hoped the memorial would 
help solve the problems that many 
people still have from Vietnam. 

“T hope that this will help open the 
hearts and minds that have been dam- 
aged,” Cuch said. 

The program’s last speaker, Ruben 
Johnson, who lost the use of his legs in 
Vietnam and now travels the country 
speaking to veteran groups, said he 
was pleased with the memorial, but 
the work is not finished. He said work 
needs to be done to recover those sol- 
diers still missing in action. 

“We need to think about the man 
who did not come home,” Johnson 
said. “There’s one patrol still out.” 

The cost of the memorial was 
$300,000, of which the veterans group 
that organized the project still owes 
$60,000. Both public money and pri- 
vate donations combined to pay for 
the monument’s construction. 

The ceremony included speeches 
by Gov. Norm Bangerter, Sen. Jake 
Garn, Lt. Gov. Val Oveson and sev- 
eral Vietnam veterans. After the 
speakers, the memorial was unveiled 
and the dedicatory prayer was given 
by Chaplain David Engler.

black smoke loaded with fiery chips of 
lumber for more than three hours af- 
ter responding to emergency calls at 
11:54 p.m. Saturday. 

“We received a call just after 3 a.m. 
that the fire was orp leeely under 
control,” said West Jordan Fire De- 
partment dispatcher Mark Whetsel. 
Fire crews and investigators were 
still at the scene putting out hot spots 
at noon Sunday, said Whetsel. 

David Plouzek of the West Jordan 
City Council said Davidson Lumber 
had gone out of business four to five 
years ago and the building had been 
vacant that long. However, there 
were signs of transients living in and 
around the building, he said. 

“There was alot very dry wood and 
paper goods left over in the building. 
Even a spark and it would have gone 
up,” said Plouzek. He also said a heli- 
copter company was ready ty move in 
soon. 

Power poles in the immediate area 
caught fire and seemingly were in 
danger. Power was shut down on the 
corner of 1410 West but no other dam- 
age was reported. 

No cause had been reported by 
press time.

salaries for faculty, increased cost for 
computers and other equipment, ris- 
ing utility costs and more expensive 
building materials, said Paul 
Richards, director of BYU Public 
Communications. 

Everything increases in cost year 
by year. 

As long as the cost of living in- 
creases, tuition will also increase, 
Richards said. 

Included in the tuition fee are funds 
for catastrophic insurance that stu- 
dents are required to pay, Richards 
said. Richards said he does not know 
of any increase in the amount bud- 
geted for catastrophic insurance. 

If there were, it would not affect 
the tuition that much, he said. 

BYU has ranked in the lowest 3.5 
percent of 1,200 private, four-year 
colleges and universities in terms of 


tuition, according to the College 
Board Annual: Surbey of Colleges 
published in 1987. 

The raise in tuition is not expected 
to change BY U’s standing, Andersen 
said in the press release. 

College Board reports show that 
annual tuition and fees at private, 
four-year colleges are increasing by 
nine percent this year to an average of 
$8,737 per student, the release said. 

In the U.S. News and World Re- 
port 1990 college guide issue, it states 
tuitions of some of the nation’s “best 
buys” in public schools. 

The lowest tuition reported was 
$2,658 at Northeast Missouri State 
University. 

The Church of Jesus Christ of Lat- 
ter-day Saints sponsors BYU, which 
is one reason for a lower tuition than 
other schools, Andersen said.

The multi-volume project, which 
could include as many as eight vol- 
umes, will give members of the 
Church and scholars the opportunity 
to look at Joseph Smith from the con- 
text of the whole. 

“Readers will gain a better under- 
standing of Joseph Smith as a person 
and his personality,” he said. 

Jessee has been researching Joseph 
Smith since 1968 and began working 
on the research and compilation of 


Joseph Smith’s papers in 1978. 

“It has been a sleuthing job of enor- 
mous proportion to track all of Joseph 
Smith’s papers down,” said Ronald K. 
Esplin, director of the Joseph Field- 
ing Smith Institute for Church His- 
tory. 

The papers include correspon- 
dence, documents, discourses, writ- 
ings and manuscripts of Joseph 
Smith. The book will have an impact 
on the scholarship of the Church for 
years to come, Esplin said. 

“No responsible scholar will over- 
look going to this book as a valuable 
source for research,” he said. 

Jessee said there is a trend in 
American academia to compile and 
edit the papers of the Founding Fa- 
thers and other important historical 
figures. 

The papers of Joseph Smith are 
important for scholarship as well as 
Church members, Jessee said.

Bishop Glenn L. Pace, a member of 


the Presiding Bishopric, told stu- 
dents to take full advantage of the 
“eternal, spiritual perspective” at 
BYU, in order to achieve one’s full 
spiritual potential. 

“Don‘t underestimate your spiri- 
tual potential,” Pace told a capacity 
crowd at a fireside Sunday evening in 
the ELWC Ballroom. Pace gave stu- 
dents an outline on how spiritual 
growth can be achieved. 

After gaining a strong testimony, 
individuals can move toward “santifi- 
cation,” Pace said. After spiritual 
sanctification is achieved, one can be- 
gin to understand the “mysteries of 
the kingdom,” Pace told students. 

“Most of us spend time falling in 
and out of our testimonies,” Pace 


said. He told students it was impor- | 


tant to gain a firm testimony before 
trying to move on to other spiritual 
plateaus. He related the story of his 
own experience with testimony. Pace 


said he gained his testimony at the , 


age of 10 after reading a pamphlet 
about Joseph Smith. “I’ve known 
since that day that Joseph Smith was 
a prophet of God,” Pace said. 

Once a person has gained a strong 
conviction of the truth, they can then 
move on to the second plateau, which 
is the quest for sanctification. Pace 
said one way to start to become sanc- 
tified is to not be motivated to do good 
for selfish reasons. 

Pace said sanctification is a process 
that begins with baptism. If one lives 
true to the gospel, then the process 
continues with the temple endow- 
ment. Pace said the “crowning ordi- 
nance” in the quest for sanctification 
is temple marriage. “Just as concep- 
tion requires the union of male and 
female, perfection also takes the spir- 
itual unification of male and female,” 
said Pace. 

In order for one to gain sanctifica- 
tion, one must feel compassion, Pace 
said. One can gain the ability to have 
compassion for others, by living 
through their own difficult experi- 
ences. Pace related the story of 
Joseph Smith’s frustration at being 
incarcerated in Carthage. Even 
though Joseph was frustrated, he was 
being taught humility and compas- 
sion, Pace said. “Even our Lord had 
to suffer to gain sanctification.” 

Once a person has a strong testi- 
mony, and is diligently searching for 
sanctification through service to oth- 
ers, then that person will be able to 
understand the “mysteries of the 
kingdom”. . 

Pace told students to search to fini 
the answers to difficult spiritual ques 
tions. He said there is not one scrip- 
ture that discourages a person from 
seeking the truth. Through the bless- 
ings of the priesthood, we may all 
know the truth, Pace said.

It’s time to winterize the car

The sun may be shining today, but 
before long, Utah’s glorious winter 
will be upon us...and our cars. 

Ron Gonzales, associate professor 
of industrial education, said winteriz- 
ing your car now will help protect it 
from the hard climate, temperature 
and “road crud.” 

“It’s more inconvenient to break 
down in February,” said Gonzales. 
“It’s cold and miserable and causes a 
lot of problems for everyone.” 

Doug Liechty, owner of Doug’s 
Auto Repair, 673 E. 1775 S., Orem, 
said the most important thing is to 
have clean antifreeze, properly con- 
centrated to prevent freezing. 

“You can get by with dirty oil anda 


dirty battery, but if you have weak, 
neglected antifreeze, you'll ruin your 
radiator and crack the engine block,” 
Liechty said. 

Many preventable breakdown 
problems involve battery mainte- 
nance and battery terminal cleanli- 
ness, Gonzales said. Although the 
lube job and cooling system mainte- 
nance recommended for winter 
preparation will probably be done by 
professionals, checking the battery is 
something you can do yourself, he 
said. 

Liechty said now is also a good time 
to check for worn-out windshield 
wiper blades and to decrease the air 
pressure in your tires about two to 
four pounds for better traction. 

Gonzales also recommends making 
sure your heater is in good condition. 


“The thermostat sets the minimum 
operating temperature,” Gonzales 
said. “If you don’t have that, the car 
starts and runs cold.” 

Liechty said changing your oil to 
winter weight (10W 30) will help the 
motor turn over easier in cold 
weather. 

“The biggest thing is not to wait till 
the last minute,” said Terry Crow, a 
junior in industrial education from 
Orem. “The weakest component on a 
battery goes out on the first cold 
day.” 

“I like to wax my cars before win- 
ter,” said Liechty. “It helps to keep 
the weather off them.” 

“If you don’t do it all, anything can 
fail,” said Gordon Reynolds, a junior 
majoring in industrial education from 
Salt Lake City. 


New professor wants BYU

She said 
many departments will be able to con- 
tribute to a production because many 
facets of American life will be por- 
trayed. 

Westwood said American operas 
are based on the country’s heritage. 
She said many operas are often based 
on American literature or authors. 

Westwood said she does research

Utah’s centennial commission extends deadline for logo

It is not too late for BYU students 
to summon the creative muses and 
design a logo to celebrate Utah’s 100 
years as a state. 

The Utah Statehood Centennial 
Commission has extended the dead- 
line for receiving contest entries to 
Oct. 31. 

The commission has engaged the 
help of the public in producing.a logo 
and slogan for Utah’s centennial by 
sponsoring a contest to create the 
best design. 

The commission was formed last 
spring to plan the activities for Utah’s 


centennial in 1996. The first task the 
commission tackled was to establish a 
logo and slogan. 

Jaynann Payne, vice chairwoman 
of the commission, said there is a lot of 
work to be done but a logo and slogan 
are needed before the commission can 
proceed. 

“We need the logo to produce the 


official stationery and to start adver- - 


tising,” Payne said. 

Director of the State Historical So- 
ciety, Max J. Evans, said companies 
have already contacted him asking to 
use the logo in marketing efforts. 

Evans said people want to use the 
logo and produce items such as cen- 
tennial rifles, coffee cups, T-shirts 


and key chains. Approximately 50 en- 
tries have been received, Evans said. 

Payne said the commission hopes 
more entries will be submitted. 

The contest is open to the public 
and all entries are welcome, Payne 
said. 

The entries must-include a logo and 
a slogan. 

The design must also: 

distinctly identify the Centen- 
nial of Statehood, 

be historically accurate when 
portraying dates and events, 

be artistically pleasing, 

be adaptable for all media for- 
mats — print, non-print and elec- 
tronic, 


be transferable for promotional 
uses and commercial packaging. 
Payne said there are no stipulations 


as to the size of the logo or the. 


medium used to create the design. 

Evans said the commission is look- 
ing for a design that says something 
about Utah, with a nice slogan, and 
creates a positive image of Utah. 

There is no prize money. 

However, Evans said, “The person 
submitting the winning logo will have 
the satisfaction of seeing his or her 
design all over Utah.”

student body in general. The peo- 
ple are goodcitizens with good values 
who believe in paying their debts. 
This is true of the students through- 
out the state. Other Utah universities 
have low default rates also.” 

In fact, the General Accounting Of- 
fice’s study shows the University of 
Utah students defaulting on more 
than 1 percent fewer loans than BYU 
students. 

To combat the national problem, 
the U.S. Department of Education 


has set up new federal laws designed 
to reduce the number of students who 
default on their guaranteed loans. 

Despite its low default rate, BY U is 
one of the first schools to comply with 
the newly instituted “entrance coun- 
seling program.” The program ap- 
plies to all students receiving their 
first government loan beginning this 
year. 

Many first-time borrowers.at BY U 
were surprised to find out that before 
they could pick up their checks, they 


plaining the implications and respon- 
sibilities associated with taking out a 
guaranteed student loan. 

“The entrance counseling program 
is designed to help students become 
better consumers,” said Todd Martin, 
financial aid officer who helped de- 
velop BY U’s entrance counseling pro-

“The seminar and handout con- 
structed are based on recommenda- 
tions in the law and the financial aid 
handout.

She and her family may attend the 
theater now, but she is not allowed to 
write reviews. 

Consequently, she has not viewed a 
movie for nine months. The next clos- 
est theater to Blythe is two hours 
away. 

“T don’t particularly feel like patron- 
izing them with that kind of atti- 
tude,”Monnett said. 

Instead of writing, Monnett works 
as a full-time mother. 

“T’m one of those lucky ones where the husband sup- 
ports them,” said Monnet, who is expecting her fifth child. 

She watches her four children, ranging in age from two 
to nine, and works in her church assignments. Monnett 
teaches in the Relief Society, an organization of Latter- 
day Saint women, and supervises the women in their 
church assignments. 

Although members of the Church were supportive of 
her, some thought a private business ought to be allowed 
to screen patrons, Monnett said. 

Monnett thinks otherwise. She decided not to battle the 
constitutional right to attend and review movies, how- 
ever} because of a lack of funds and virtually nq support 
fromthe newspaper. __ 

“My family'doesn’t have the financial resources,” Mon- 
nett said, and the publisher was not willing to pursue the 
issue. 

Monnett’s membership in the Church only hindered her 
from reviewing movies with an “R” rating and stronger. 
The editor wanted her to change her personal policy. 

“Asa Mormon, [have to watch my movies real carefully 
on what I can see and can’t see,” Monnett said. 

She would have liked to watch critically-acclaimed 
movies without having to worry about nudity, foul lan- 
guage and other scenes. While attending BY U, the edited 
movies featured at the Varsity Theater were appreciated, 
she said. 

“For me I think it’s a service,” she said. “Censorship 
really isn’t an issue for me. We all have to censor for 
ourselves.” 


Loan default rate low at BYU 


result in having the default reported 
to national credit reporting bureaus, 
damaging the student’s credit rating 
for seven years, according to the 
handout. Defaulters are also subject 
to having their federal tax returns 
withheld, and risk public embarrass- 
ment when names of defaulters are 
published in major newspapers. 

Stevenson and Martin said they 
feel the entrance counseling will help 
reduce the default rates some, but 
Stevenson said he thinks the Depart- 
ment of Education should aim its pro- 
grams toward those schools with high 
default rates. 

“Tf you look closely at the reports 
that we get from across the country, 
the high default rates are coming 
from proprietary schools. There are 
some vocational schools and beauty 
schools and the like with incredibly 
high default rates. There is a lot of 
fraud and abuse going on in those pro- 
grans where the sole purpose of the 
school is to get federal money in 
there, and they will sign up anybody 
to come into their programs.” 

Stevenson also said he thinks the 
federal government should make 
more of an effort in collecting de- 
faulted loans. He said the federal gov- 
ernment needs to change its defini- 
tion of default. 

The government would have a bet- 
ter chance of collection on defaults if 
the student was considered in default 
after 30 days rather than the 90 days 
currently allowed, said Stevenson.

_ The toughest job

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BYU grad lives real-life L.A. Law

The 12-member jury 
filed into the Los Angeles 
County Courtroom, Divi- 
sion 15, with a verdict for . 
the five. anti-abortion 
protesters — not guilty on 
all 24 counts. 

The announcement of the 
verdict just one month ago 
brought to an end a portion 
of a highly emotional, 
highly publicized, contro- 
versial trial that pitted an 
antagonistic defense 
lawyer against a cool- 
headed municipal judge — 
who just happens to be a 
BYU graduate. L 

For the defendants, it was a cause 
for celebration; for the prosecutors, a 
chance to regroup before continuing 
the trial on other charges. ' 

But for Judge Richard A. Paez, it 
was just another day in court. 

“I don’t ever have the feeling the 
outcome should have gone one way or 
the other,” Paez says. 

“My job is to make sure each side 
gets a fair trial. I have to apply the 
law equally and instruct the jury on 
how to proceed.” 

Such are the feelings of amanwho 
deals in controversy for a living. 

Paez, 41, a member of The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 
earned a bachelor’s degree in econom- 
ics from BYU in 1969. 

He has been noticed by the local 
press for keeping his cool while facing 
the lawyer who one judge called “one 
of the most obnoxious and offensive 
attorneys” he had ever seen. 

Cyrus Zal is the general counsel for 
the anti-abortion group Operation 
Rescue. During the six-week trial, 
Zal taunted Paez at various times to 
throw him in jail or to hold hitn in 
contempt. Paez did neither. But the 
day Zal challenged Paez to make him 
sit down, the judge wielded his 
power. 

“The bailiffs are there to help if I 
need them,” Paez said. “In this case, 
they did just that.” Two of them 

‘grabbed Zal and sat him down in his 
chair. 

The controversial trial has been the 
result of Zal’s determination to make 
the trial — which involves only misde- 
meanor offenses — a public diseussion 
of abortion: 

Paez, on the other hand, is deter- 
mined that will not happen in his 
courtroom. He speaks quickly, with a 
self-assured tone, and he is quick to 
laugh.

But he is all business at the bench. 

“T have to make sure this is not a 
loose court,” he said. “This is a court 
of law — not a forum for raising public 
affairs.” 

He’s had his hands full with. Zal. 
“Abortion is not on trial here,” Paez 


has warned time and again. He sees’ 


Zal’s escapades as an attempt to in- 
timidate the jurors and introduce ir- 
relevant issues. 

Deputy City Attorney Lara 
Bloomquist says there have been no 
bones about the defense lawyer’s 
strategy from the beginning. 

“I think the defense has made it 
pretty clear they intend to have 
clashes with the judge, and they have 
done it consistently,” Bloomquist told 
the Los Angeles Times. “They openly 
defy the judge.” 

The case revolves around de- 
fendant Randall Terry, founder of 
Operation Rescue, an anti-abortion 
group that makes its presence known 
by blocking the doors of abortion clin- 
ics with masses of people who lie per- 
fectly still while police carry them 
away. 

Terry and his followers have car- 
ried out their blockades with maxi- 
mum media coverage, usually telling 
one TV station where they will be soa 
camera can be on hand, while letting 
other media know of their plans with- 
out disclosing location. 

Terry and four others — Michael 
McMonagle, Andrew Eppink, Donald 
Bennette and Jeff White — were 
charged with four to six counts each of 
misdemeanor trespassing, conspiracy 
to violate the law and other conspir- 
acy charges, for a total of 27 counts. 
The defendants were arrested after 
blocking the entrance to an L.A. clinic 
March 25. 

Their acquittals came on 24 of the 


27 charges. On Oct. 3, Paez met to 
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hear motions from the 
lawyers, and set a trial date 
of Dec. 15 on the other three 
counts. 

Paez says all the cases he 
tries have different chal- 
lenges. But he admits he is 
ready to do what he must to 
maintain order. 


“The circumstances are, 


different for every case, but 
there’s a few things they 
have in common. You have to 
demonstrate what is and is 
not acceptable. You’re given 
a lot of powers to control.” 

Taking a recess, holding a 
lawyer in contempt, using 
the bailiffs when they’re 
needed — all of these are op- 
tions for the judge. 

And Paez has had to use 
just about every means at his dis- 
posal. 

“In this most recent case, I did ev- 
erything up short of holding the 
lawyer in contempt,” he said. 

Zal sees things from a different 
point of view. 

“This is a mock trial,” Zal told the 
Times, “and in a mock trial you are 


going to get convicted unless you do: 


something drastic. I trust in the 
Lord, whatever he wants me to do. I 
feel the Holy Spirit guiding me in the 
courtroom,” 

Zal’s antics have worked before. 


One judge was so distraught with the | 


continuous disruptions, he declar ed a 
mistrial. 

But Paez doesn’t buy Zal’s tactics. 

“Pm not sure he’s like that all the 
time,” Paez says matter-of-factly. “In 
fact, I don’t even know him. He may 
actually be a nice person. 

“But he was trying to articulate 
some strongly felt personal beliefs 
that did not deal with what the case 
was about.” 

Paez says his BYU education was 
more than adequate for the tough job 
he faces every day now. 

“During my three years there, all 
my courses were academically solid,” 
he said. “I got more than what I 
needed from an academic standpoint. 


When I got to UC-Berkeley, I was 


very well prepared.” 

In 1972 he graduated from law 
school at the University of California- 
Berkeley and immediately began a se- 
ries of public interest jobs. 

While serving in one of these posi- 
tions,:he ran into a friend who was 
working for then Gov. Jerry Brown. 

With his friend’s encouragement, 
he submitted an application to be con- 


_ sidered for future judicial appoint- 


ments. 
“Tt was a fortunate situation,” Paez

recalls. “Sometimes it’s not what you 
know, but who you know.” 

In 1981, Gov. Brown appointed him 
to a seat as a municipal judge when he 
was 33 years old. In 1988, at age 40, 
he was elected presiding judge. 

As Paez continues the trial in the 
coming weeks, his preparation may 
come in handy. 
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
